killed, two others were severely 
burned and two tug boats and an oi 
tank barge were destroyed in a gaso 
line explosion aboard the barge in 
the Hudson river today. 


The cause of the explosion is no

One man 
remarked that ."machines don't wear 
shoes or buy cars," and that workers 
are becoming- fewer in factories and 
workshops through, the growing ef- 
ficiency of machines. 


Employers now are searching out 


new jobs for displaced workmen. 
Charles U. Schwab, chairman'of the 
board of Bethlehem Steel, said this 
week that looking into the future he 
saw the acceleration of science and 
continuous jobs for all workers.

curb as possible, so that the turn 
can be made without intersecting 
any line of travel. The proper posi- 
tion for a left hand turn is right 
next to the center of the street.

"Many inexperienced drivers feel 


it necessary to havo a considerable 
amount of room for turns. Who is 
not familiar with the spectacle of a 
person malting a left 
hand turn 


from tho extreme right hand side of 
the street. 
They extend their left 


arms as a eignal and sweep majes 
tically across two or three lines of 
traffic, thereby inviting tho maledic- 
tions of the drivers on the left and 
worse than that, make it very easy 
for the accident to occur. 
If they 


had been over next to the center the 
signal 
would have apprised 
the 


drivers in their rear of the intention 
to make the left hand turn and 
these other motorists could 
have 


continued straight ahead on 
their 


right without any possibility of an 
accident. 


"Such spectacles as this are not 


so. common when right hand turns 
are made, but it occasionally hap- 
pens that a motorist approaches a 
corner where he must turn without 
giving thought to the direction and 
will reach the intersection 
pretty 


well out into the street, where it is 
necessary to cut across a line of 
traffic. 
All of this could be avoid- 


ed by being in proper position. 


"In the consideration of turns, the 


U turn should not be forgotten. The 
traffic code makes it unlawful to 
make a U turn at a traffic control 
signal, or where there is an officer 
in charge of the traffic. It is also 
unlawful to make a U turn in a 
business district or on an artery for 
through traffic, except at intersec- 
tions where such turns are permit- 
ted. 
The law does not clearly indi- 


cate what such intersections are 
Perhaps it means that U turns are 
not allowed except at an intersec- 
tion, where there is a sign indicating 
that the left turn is permitted, but, 
so far as is known, there is no such 
sign in the whole state. It will be 
much better for motorists on a busy 
street to drive around the block to 
make the turn and to make U turns 
only in cases where it is impossible 


,11 oid them. 
"When preparing to make a turn, 


get into j our lane well in advance 
of the intersection. Start at least a 
block before you get to the intersec- 
tion and carefully weave your way 
into the proper lane. If you do this 
you will have little if any trouble."

of many. 


Upon Mr. Hearst's return to this 


country William Hale Thompson, may- 
or of Chicago, put on a great show of 
welcome, describing Mr. Hearst,as 
"the leading citizen of America." Chi- 
cagoans saw in this only the fact that 
Mr. -Hearst's Chicago newspapers are 
usually found supporting Mr. Thomp- 
son and concluded that "Big Bill, the 
Booster," who rode to power on 
"Down with King George" was about 
to run again on a new platform, per- 
haps, "Smash France." 


And just as Mr. Hearst was recov- 


ering from all the cheering and blaring 
of trumpets in the Chicago reception, 


' he finds himself served with a sum- 


mons demanding $5,000,000 damages 
by Bishop" James Cannon for publish- 
ing articles'in his newspapers which 
the bishop ^claims have -brought "him 
into scandal and disrepute among his 
friends, neighbors, associates, acquain- 
tances, members of his church and oth- 
er religious bodies and those engaged 
In the work against the intoxicating 
liquor traffic."

This cre- 
ates a situation where many execu- 
tives have approved appropriation bills 
though opposed to some items in them. 


The situation has also at times, not 


only in Wisconsin but elsewhere, due 
to political juggling, forced through 
appropriations that never ought to be 
granted and otherwise never would. 


Since prohibition the people are nat- 


urally backward about constitutional 
amendments but this one, it would 
seem, contains no danger to the .public 
v?eal but is a meritorious 
measure

On Oct. 20k 1S59, John Dewey, America's fore- 


most philosopher and educator, was born on a 
farm, at Burjington, ~v"t. 


He was graduated from the University of Ver- 


mont at 20 and took his doctor of philosophy de- 
gree from-'Jbhns Hopkins fiive years later. "He 
subsequently taught philosophy at the Universi- 
ties of Minnesota, Michigan and Chicago. As di- 
rector of education at the latter institution 
Dewey directed the First Experimental School, 
many models of which are now familiar through- 
put the country. 


Dewey came to Columbia University in 1904 


where, with occasional extended absences for 
travel to Russia, China and Mexico, to observe 
experiments.; in life and society^ he-has .taught 
until June of this year. 


Dewey has devoted much study to educational 


theory with the view of relating teaching more 
closely, to the environment of pupils. One writer 
has summed him us as follows: "Dewey is the 
prophet of intelligence and freedom in a world 
of science and machines. He has already affected 
seriously politics and education.- He is beginning 
to affect religion and poetry as welL And though 
he has disciples by the thousands in China, Rus- 
sia, 'Mexico land western Europe his philosophy 
is as American as it is prophetic and universal."

FOR DUMP RELIEF 


MAILED TO MAYOR 


More Ideas Expected as Of- 


ficials Wonder What to Do 
About Matter 


Two suggestions for the relief of 


the obnoxious Superior-st dump situ- 
ation, wero received Saturday morn- 
ing by Mayor John Goodland, Jr., in 
response to his request 
for 
ideas 


from citizens. One letter, irpm the 
Rev. 
E. P. Franz, pastor of First 


Reformed church, suggested 
that 


oil instead of water, bo poured into 
the crevices, and that fire be set to 
it in an attempt to hasten the burn- 
ing out of tho dump. 


The second suggestion, from 
H. 


Servaes, was that lengths of pipe 
punctured with holes be forced into 
the ground down to the seat of the 
fire and that water 
be poured 


through this hole-punctured pipe. 


Stating that trying to check ^ the 


fire, let alone extinguishing it, "was 
a mistake, Rev. Franz expressed the 
opinion that the only feasible- pro- 
cedure now would be to let the fire 
burn out, hastening the work by 
pouring crude oil or some similar 
product into the crevices. He sug- 
gested laying several temporary pipe 
lines, through which the oil could 
be conducted to the cracks and 
crevices, spreading it over the larg- 
est possible area underground. 


Mr. Servaies advises driving into 


the ground lengths of six inch pipe 
about eight or 10 feet long with 
couplings, with a steel point screw- 
ed on the bottom end of the pipe 
and with several one-half or three- 


fourth Inch holes punched in 
thi 


pipe above tho point. 


In tho absence of n. pile driver tho 


pipo might bo drhen to tho estimat- 
ed location of the fire, or preferably 
a little above the vicinity of tho fire, 
by a digger. Mr. Servaes says with 
sufficient driving power the stoei 
point will penetrate any material in 
tho dump, with the possible excep- 
tion of largo slabs of concrete. The 
pipo could be moved to various plac 
cs. 


After tho pipo is driven to the 


necessary 
depths, it can be con 


nected with a. hydrant or pumper 
with hoso and the water will escape 
through tho holes in tho lower end 
of tho pipe and spread in all direc- 
tions Underground. 


Tho letters will be turned over to 


Chief George McGillan, who is in 
charge of operations at the clump.

Dr. James Robinson, 
of London, 


former chief of radio research of the 
British royal air force, and one of 
the outstanding figures in world ra- 
dio, is the inyentor of the radiostat. 


He came to this country to demon- 


strate his'invention 
and prove'his 


claims, which have attracted world- 
wide attention. 


DEMONSTRATION SIMPLE 


The demonstration was quite sim- 


ple. 
Oscillations were set up which 


created a high-pitch "beat note" or 
squeal on the conventional type of 
receiving set, and marred the pro- 
gram being received 
from a local

This forced hundreds 
of thousands of persons out of their

employment and 
massed 


them in such numbers that they 
could not be properly fed or shelter- 
ed. General Fitzhugh Lee, consul 
general of the United States at Ha- 
vana, is authority for the' estimate 
that probably 200.000 of the rural 
population of Cuba died of starvation 
or from resultant causes during this 
period of concentration. 


FORCED RECALL, 


_Weyler's policy raised a storm of 
indignation throughout* the United 
States and led finally to a demand 
for his recall. Under pressure, this 
was granted by Spain, and Weyler 
left Cuba in October. 189t, after less 
than two years of his merciless rule. 
In Spain his reputation as a strong 
and ambitious loyal soldier seemed to 
have suffered no setback, and to the 
time of his death he played a prom- 
inent role in" army affairs. 


When he returned to Madrid he de- 


fended his severe course in Cuba, 
and declare'd that'if he had been giv- 
en six months' more time he would 
have stopped the rebellion. "I have 
been accused of cruelty", he said, 
"but I am,neither cruel nor inhum- 
an. True, I had many people shot, 
but I previously asked for their sub- 
mission. All who submitted were par- 
doned, but I was inflexible with 
traitors. My policy was inspired by 
love of Spain." 


General Weyler figured prominent- 


ly in a plot against the government 
of Prlmo de Rivera in June, 1928, but 
was acquitted by a military court in 
April, 1927. 


When the plot was discovered a 


large number of arrests were made 
and General Weyler who .was then at 
Palma, Island of Majorca, was held 
under. surveillance.. Police were re- 
ported to have found among his pos- 
sessions copies of'a manifesto to the 
country, calling for the 'undoing of 
Primo de Rivera. The aged soldier 
was said to have been one of the

Previous to the military trials 


Primo de Rivera fined- a number of 
the alleged plotters, the amount as- 
sessed against General Weyler being 
reported 100,000 pesetas. 


After" that incident General Wey- 


ler lived quietly at his apartment 'on 
the northern edge of Madrid. There 
early in 1928 he received numerous 
callers who offered congratulations 
on the 7ath anniversary of the begin- 
ning- of his military career as a stu- 
dent at the infantry school at To- 
ledo. 


As the remaining captain general 


of the Spanish armyhe was regarded 
as still in service, although having 
no active connection trith Spain's 
military forces for several jears 
past.
